lUITERACY DRIVE 

Vason County Is Ninth in the List of 
Keataeky Coaatiea-Tsaeken Will 
Coadaet HeeaUfkt Seheels. 

The Kentucky Illiteraoy Commis- 
sion has not proceeded in a haphasard 

way In pursuance of its object to erad- 
icate adult Illiteracy In Kentucky. 

The founder of the Moonlight School 
movement and Chairman of the Illit- 
eracy Commission. Mrs. Cora Wilson 
Stewart, went to Washington and se- 
cured from the Bureau of Statistics 
the names of the 208,084 Kentucky Il- 
literates. It took considerable flght 
and put the Federal Government to the 
expense of over fSOOO to have the list 
copied. 

The Bureau had never before opea- 
cd Its records to any one, but the list -. 
Is oa file in the offices of the Commis- 
sion at Frankfort and whan the pres- 
ent campaign is over, it will be used 
to check up results and will show Just 
who learned to read and write and 
who did not. 

Each pupil who learns to write in 
these schools writes to Mrs. Stewart. 
Many thousands of such letters are on 
iile at Frankfort and will be used In 
checking up the 1910 census list. 

Every person In Mason county 
should contribute In some way to this 
campaign to teach the 1136 illiterates 
In Mason county tp read and write. 

During the recent Teachers' Insti- 
tute all the County Teachers except 
three pledged themselves to teach the 
illiterates in their distrtot 

The cititens of Mkson county are 
asked for $600 to provide tlUteratas 
with beginners school supplies. Sure- 
ly when the teachers are giving their 
time our good people who are not 
teacher.s will bo glad to contrlbuts to 
this fnnil lo the end that the census 
of lUliO may show tl.e niin:;..uMi per 
i!ent. of Illiterates in .Mason county. 

Mason county stands ninth In the 
list of 120 counties with 7B per cent, 
illiterate.

Apyaal Kade to Farmers of Ain«rlra 
Tkm^ War Savings Soetetles to

Washington, September 3. — Aotlva 
eooperation with the food admlnlstra- 
tlona of the vailouH Btatea to redui'i' 
eoit Of the necessities of life and curb 
profiteers has boon nr^ed upon tlie 
farmers of America « iio are nienibt ra 
of War Savings Societies by William 
Mather Lewis, director of the Savini^s 
Division of the Treasury Department. 

Mr. Lewis pointed out that none is 
In better position to know real facts 
aa to production and fair prices than 
tha tartn members of the 160,000 War 
Bavlnsi Soclfltlei In America. He de- 
olarad aaota member owed a plain duty 
to ooQparaM with the food admlnlatra- 
tora to tha utmost to aatabllah and 
publish fair prices and to discover 
and prosecute eases of proflteering;. 

"Checking of waste and Increase of 
production are peremptorily necessary 
measures to be taken to reduce llvinr; 
costs," said Mr. Lewis. A veritable 
orgy of extravagance is going on. 

"Every sound analysis of the pres 
ent price situation lends conflrmatlc i 
to' the decision of Governor W. P. U 
Harding, of the Federal Reservi 
Board, that no solution of high livint 
coBta can be reached until the co\intry 
■hakes oft Its present spending lnto\ 
loatlon and settles down to demanding' 
tha receipt of a dollar's worth of fooct 
or material, measured aby the labor 01 
effort Mqnlred to obtain that dollar. 
^ "One great trouble is that million: ,

"Liberty Bonds and other aeeuritlea 
stocumulated by the most worthy pa- 
triotic sacrifice during the war, are 
being cashed at a loss to purchase lux- 
uries at pritfeh exhorbltant even for 
luxuries. Tlir lu iiiile have themselves 
to blame if prices of necessities have 
followed the iirices of luxuries up, 
when merchants observed the abso- 
lute oareleasncss with which people 
parted with their money. The farm- 
ers of the country are not exempt from 
this extravagance. We read without 
particular surprise, because of num- 
erous similar Instances, of a farmer 
buying out the entire stock of expen- 
■Ive haberdashery In the store where 
he was previously accustomed to drive 
hard bargains for neceialtiea. 

"It Is absolutely neoeaaary, aa Gov- 
ernor Harding haa pointed out, to 
work regularly and efflelantly In order 
to produce and distribute the largest 
possible volume of oommodlttea and 
to exerolse reasonable economies In 
order that money, goods and services 
may be devoted primarily to the liqui- 
dation of debt and to the satisfaction 
of the demand for necessities, rather 
than Indulgence of desires for luxur- 
ies. 

"Enrolled In the Savings societies 
are more than six million people, close 
to the very heart of American Indus- 
trial life. It Is In their power to In- 
crease the flow of production tnrougn 
the arteries of Industry. It Is In their 
to check waste not only amongst 
themselves and those dependent on 
them but amongst all In the commun- 
ities In which they live. 

"Tliay can do thia by wise buying 
and by treating what they Buy with 
respect due to the hours of labor Ita 
purchase ooat them. It dlea In their 
power through regular and oonslstant 
aavlng and safe and oonservatlve In- 
vaatment in such securities as War 
Savings Stamps and Savings Certlfl- 
eatesi to add to the capital necessary 
for industrial expansion and Increased 
production. 

"The chief complaint of the nation 
on the high cost of living Is directed 
•t the cost of food to the consumer, 
middle men who are :i riised of pro-^ 
Steering can be made tu lower prices 
most effectively If great iiuantltlea of 
food are produced. It is the duty of 
every farmer to make Ills farm pro- 
duce all It can — and to exercise mdd- 
eratlou In buying luxuries, and above 
all U oan— and to exercise moderatiuo 
baylBg lumriss, and above all to 
save oonsistenaly and Invest his sav- 
ings wisely."

Kentucky State Crop Beport Shows 
ami Dmui* 'B*m Br 

The State Crop Report iieuad by 
state OommiaslOBer of Agrienlturc 
Mat E Oohenr H of Septembek* 4th, 
totlowt: 

ne drouth has out down crop con- 
ditions generally. Corn, however, 
made an Improvement in August and 
the general condition shows nl 85 per 
cent,, whlcli is bettor than last month's 
report Indlcnied Corn yield per acre 
as estimated uiuKr present conditions 
will be 23 liupliels as a State average, 
wliicli would give something over 77,- 
iioii.noo luislicls production from the 
State this year. By sections the av- 
erage yield runs from 16 to 32 bu- 
shels, according to the locality which 
has had the molt aeaaoMble weather 
condltloni. 

Condition of hurley tobaooo la given 
at 70 per cent, which is not so good 
as last month's report, and dark to- 
bacco is given at 77 per oent The 
tobacco crop is very uneven, and the 
outlook Is dlscouraglnp;. Much tobac- 
co Is being cut early. owImk Jo the ex- 
treme dry coiiilitions jirevailiuK. 

Less than 4L' per cent acreiiRo of 
hemp is given, while condition is Ts 
per cent. This will mean an e.xcep- 
tlonally small o'utput. ("ow pens iicre 
age Is 76 per "cent, of the normal crop, 
and condition Is 7!i per cent. Tteasons 
given for so small an acreage are the 
extreme dry weather and high cost of 
seed. Soy bean acreage la 84 per cent, 
and condition 81. 

Garden conditions are exoeptlonaliy 
low, the same being given at 69 per 
cent. Potato condition is given at 6» 
per cent, and sweet potatoes at 8ii 
per cent. 

The fruit crop is short. Apple con- 
dition Is given at 62 per cent., grapes 
at 66 per cent, of the normal crop, and 
melons at 7L' per cent Buckwheat 
acreage Is reported as ."iO per cent, 
short. The July seeding Is much bet- 
ter than the August seeding to date. 
Alfalfa condition is given at 71 per 
cent , while the yield of the third cut- 
ting is estimated as a State average at 
Uightiy over one ton per acre. 

Pastures are burnt up In many lo- 
calities, and are given at 73 per cent, 
as a whole. Stock water Is scarce, 
though condition of stock is fairly 
good, ranging as follows: Horses 
cattle 91, hogs 90, sheep 90. 

In most localities there la as much 
stock on hand as last year, especially 
horses an9'cattle,~~_ Only localities re- 
port more hogs and sheep on hand 
tlian last year. Poultry condltlpns* 
are" 73 per cent. 

Taken as a whole the crop outlook 
is not very favorable at this time, and 
it is to be hoped that October 1, will 
show a real Improvement.

Louisville, Ky., September 4.— The 
nemocratic State I'latforni Convention 
at Louisville Tliursdny was n great 
meeting and all dissciil ions were 
seemingly lironghl logrtlier 

The meeting wns called to order by 
Judge Charles A. Hardin, Chairman of 
the State Executive Committee Con- 
gressman Allen W. Berkley was elect- 
ed Temporary Chairman and Judge 
ibhn D. Carroll was made permanent 
ohalnnan. 

Hm. T. D. Blattery, of Hayavllle, 
was ohoaeB as the Math Dlatrtot'a rep- 
resentative on the Committee on Or- 
ganization. 

The Democratic platform adopted 
late tonight, is divided Into 18 parts. 

Section 1. declares for "continued 
devotion to the teachings of Demo 
cracy, formulated and indorsed by the 
best thought of the past " It commends 
"without reserve, the administration 
of Woodrow Wilson," eulogizes him 
for his leadreship, statesmanship and 
dtplomaoy; "unreservedly" Indorses 
the League of Nations. 

SeoUon II. deolarea "for America 
and American oivUliatlon and instltu.- 
tioAa" and against Bolahevlsm. 

Section III. favoni "suitable provis- 
ion to memorialize the dead, furnish 
comfort for disabled and provide 
means of employment to all soldiers, 
sailors and marines In need thereof." 

Section IV. asserts that "each and 
all of the platform promises made liy 
the conviMillon of I'.tir." have lieon f\il- 
fllled by enactment of appropriate leg- 
islation;" heartly Indorses and rom- 
mends "the Democratic party and Its 
administration for the faithful per- 
formance of the pledges contained In 
that platform". 

Section V. declares for an education- 
al program that will bring an Increase 
In salaries for teachers; the formation 
of a nonupartisan text book commis- 
sion; a survey of the whole educa- 
tional system In Kentucky; the con- 
tinuance of efforts to eradicate Illit- 
eracy from the state: to Increase the 
efllciency and extend the Influence ol 
the stale normal schools and the state 
university. 

Section VI declares for establish 
ment of a department of labor. 

Section VII. declares that the Demo- 
aratlc party In Kontacky "standB conv 
mitted to the principle of classltlcation 
of property for purposes of taxation, 
and eomnilta the party to a "careful 
revision of the present tax law," and 
"a gradual decrease of the tax rate up- 
on real estate," that "ulUmately real 
estate shall pay no atate tax except 
Ita share In maintaining be schools 
and public highways of the state.". 

Section VIII. declares for better 
roads. 

Section IX. favors 'legislation to de- 
velop and protect tlie livestcM k Iniln; 
try, conserve the fertility of ilir soil, 
provide better marketing facilities aii.' 
encourage bwter and more sclenlili,' 
farming." 

Section X condemns' profiteering 
and pledges "the enactment of laws 
to prevent combines and control of 
prleee of the necessities of life." 

Section XI. favors the selection of 
the Board of Control of public chari- 
table, eleemoaynary and penal inatltu- 
Uons without (egard to political affi- 
elation. 

Section XII. favoni the adoption of a 
constitutional amendment intended to 
uppress mob violence. 

Section XIII. "Commends the action 
of the Kentucky General Alsembly 
during Its 1818 session, in ratifying 
Itie amendment to tlie Federal Con- 
stitution prohibiting the maniifaclnic 
and sale of intoxicating liquors as l)ev- 
erages, and Its further action in sub- 
mitting to the public In Kentucky an 
amendment to the state constitution 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of Intoxicating liauors tor beverage 
pnrposei," and i^edges the Democratic 
Party to "the paaaage ot all laws ne 
cessary for the enforoement of the 
provisions of both ot eald amand- 
mento." 

Section XIV. declares "in favor of » 
state primary eleotion law," and say 
"by It, every voter has the right to 
participate by his ballot In the selec- 
tion of nominees for office, whether 
In state, district or other sub-division 
of the state, and we are opposed unal- 
terably to Its repeal. 

Section XV. Is the "woman sulfrage" 
plank and reads: "Believing, as we 
do,' in the Justice of extending to wo- 
men the right of suffrage on equal 
terms with man, we favor the ratifica- 
tion by the Legislature of Kentucky, 
at lU next seesion, of the amendment 
to the Oonatltutlon of the United 
Itatae, entanding to women this right 
of BttSiage, and we nni* ovr rapfeaen- 
tatWee In tlw Legislatare of Kantaoky 
and all ezaeatlTe or other ofltoon to 
uae tkoir votH and InAuenoe In every 
legMmM way to brlat abovt tke rat- 
ifleation ot aaate.
